HE probabilities were that for 
many years they would be un- 
able to obtain coal in the quantity 
or quality of pre-war years, stated 
the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, Mr. Sean Lemass, last night, 
when speaking at a meeting of the 
Engineering and Scientific Associa- 
tion of Ireland at Dawson street, 
Dublin. 

The indications, Mr. Lemass said, 
were that the difficulties of coal 
production in Britain were not 
overcome. 

It was obvious that the coal industry 
of other countries from which they

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HITLER ATTEMPTED DOUBLE - 


BLUFF IN 1941 


Invasion of Britain Feint 


HILE Britain was expecting 


invasion in 1941, Hitler was 


attempting a double bluff, of which a slackening of air 
activity against Britain and of U-boat attacks on Atlantic 
shipping, together with troop movements in Norway, 


formed part. 


Seeking to keep Britain in anticipation of German landing 
operations, Hitler hoped, at the same time, to bluff the 
Russians into a false sense of security. 


Documents introduced by Mr. 
Alderman, deputy United States 
Prosecutor, at the Nazi war crimes 
trial yesterday showed that every 
detail of the attack against Russia 
had been planned. 

In an order of the day. dated 
May ist, 1941, Hitler, estimating the 
course of operations against Russia, 
predicted:—*“ Violent battles on 
frontiers; duration up to four weeks. 
In the course of further develop- 
ment, weaker resistance is expected.” 
He. added: “A Russian will fight 
on an appointed spot to his last 
breath.” 

Success of German arms, 10w- 
ever, was assured—on paper—aad 
Goering was given overall cor-mand 
of economic administration cf 
four “ inspectorates.” These covered 
the Leningrad, Moscow, Kiev and 
Baku regions—four of the five into 
which Russia had been divided. 

As stated earlier in the trial, these 
regions were to supply the German 
Army, even though millions of 
Russians died from starvation. 


NOT HOODWINKED 


Keen-eyed observers in Moscow, 
however were not hoodwinked. 

An entry in the official German 
naval war diary showed that, in 
November, 1940, Raeder still 
favoured postponement of war 
against Russia “until after victory 
against Britain.” 

Hitler, however,' went ahead 
with his bluff. How successful he

April 24th, reading: “ The British 

Ambassador predicts June 22nd 

as the day of the outbreak of 

war.” Hitler’s Order of the Day 
of May Ist announced the date of 
the attack as June 22nd.

Another document showed that 
the Germans planned, after con- 
quering Russia, to cut down the 
strength of their army and navy, but 
to increase that of their air force, 
so as to step-up air attacks on 
Britain, and also to attack .the 
United States. 

Goering was quoted as telling 
aircraft manufacturers as early as 
July, 1938: “I am still entirely 
without a bomber which will fly as 
far as New York and back with 
ten tons of explosives. 1 should 
be extremely happy to have such a 
bomber, so that I should at least 
be able to some extent to stop the 
mouth of arrogant people over 
there.” 

This document disclosed that the 
Germans withdrew six divisions 
facing England in the West, leaving 
there 40 infantry divisions, one 
motorised division, one police divi- 


sion and one armoured brigade. | 


The forces available for the invasion 
of Russia were 82 infantry divisions, 
one cavalry division, 17 armoured 
12 motorised infantry 
divisions and nine lines of com- 
munication divisions, together with 
three air fleets. 


AFTER PEARL HARBOUR 


Mr. Alderman submitted an

The exact number killed by 

Allied bombs, the report said, could 

not be determined, and because of 

the loss of German records and 
the confusion attendant upon her 
defeat, it was unlikely that it woul 
ever be known. : 

Known dead, plus an estimated 
77,750 missing, in the last two years, 
gave an approximate total of 
499,750 civilians killed. This figure 
might be out by about 100,000 
either way. 

There was no evidence of any 
deliberate Allied effort to break the 
health of the German people. 
“ Nevertheless, bombing razed hos- 
pitals to the ground and created 
conditions which interfered with the 
maintenance of good health.” 


HOSPITALS 


Major Enloe, who assisted in the 
survey, said that in total war, hospi- 
tals were not spared. Many were 
completely obliterated and their 

tients with them. “ Many other 

ospitals in bombed countries 
suffered a similar fate,” he added, 
recalling those in Coventry, London 
and other places. 

“Fire blizzards” caused by in- 
cendiary bombs, caused deaths 
almost as great as those from atomic 
bombs, and for the same reasons— 
intense heat.

The survey showed that those re- 
sponsible for air raid protection in 
cities should give attention to the 
construction of hospitals. It said 
that towering, windowless air raid 
hospitals, with walls of reinforced 
concrete nine feet thick, and under- 
ground institutions were refuges 
for the Germans. They should be 
on the outskirts of cities. It also 
advised on the placing and protec- 
tion of food supplies, for use when 
transport had been destroyed.

WAR RECORD 

Palewski, who is in his middle 
forties, started life as a mewspaper- 
man. He first became an impor- 
tant political -figure behind the 
scenes when he was appointed Chef 
de Cabinet to Monsieur Paul 
Reynaud before the war. When the 
war came Palewski rejoined the 
French Air Force, in which he held 
a reserve commission, and played a 
creditable réle in the Battle of 
France, for which he received the 
Croix de Guerre. When France 
fell and General de Gaulle raiséd 
the standard of French liberation 
in London, Palewski was one of 
the first Frenchmen to rally to the 
general. 

He soon won his confidence and 
was employed on mar confidential 
missions. Subsequently when De 
Gaulle’s Provisional Government 
was established in Algiers Palewski 
conceived. the ambition to be sent 
as French Ambassador to Moscow. 
De Gaulle agreed, but the Kremlin 
refused to give their assent to the 
appointment. They gave a curious 
reason. They said that some 
months before it had been neces- 
sary for the Kremlin to ask for 
the recall from Moscow of the 
Belgian Ambassador. This was 
unpleasant, but did not matter 
overmuch since Belgium was only 
a small country. But it would be 
most disagreeable if they ever had 
to ask for the recall of the French 
Ambassador ftom Moscow. The

GOOD INFLUENCE 


Not only is the Palewski influence 
exaggerated; so far as he has in- 
fluence over his odstinate and in- 
tractable chief, it usually is an 
influence for good. Whatever his 
critics may say, Palewski is a 
patriotic Frenchman, and his loyalty 
to his chief ig unquestioned. ere 
is, however, one complaint against 
him in which there ig some sub- 
stance. It is alleged that no one 
can have access to De Gaulle ex- 
cept through him, and that he uses 
this power improperly. Even this 
charge is not, however, one hundred 
per cent. true, as is evidenced by 
the fact that the recent much- 
ublicised . interview on France’s 
oreign policy which Mr. Norman, 
of the London Times, had with 
General de Gaulle was obtained 
without the knowledge of Palewski. 
Indeed, he was most indignant when 
he heard that it had been arranged. 

We have a political maxim in 
England, which says it is better to 
be governed by the worst chamber 
than by the ante-chamber.

Superintendent H. C. 
Cahir, said that for some months 
before the case he knew Hunt. and 
apart from the present charge and 
the incidents leading up to it he 


bore a. very good character. Prior 
to the commission: of the offence 
he was ‘living with Rose McCarthy 
in the same residence. 

Judge—In his own residence? 
Yes. 

The witness went on to sav that 
prior: to the marriage to Rose 
McCarthy he visited him in con- 
nection with another matter. and 
while there asked him was it his 
intention to marry her. and Hunt 
replied: “That is so.” Witness 
asked him did he realise he would 
be facing a bigamy charge if he 
did so, and Hunt said he had been 
advised that his first marriage was 
no marriage. When he said that 
that might be according to Canon 
law, but not according to civil law. 
Hunt said that he went to England 
on a Sunday and got married on 
the following Wednesday. . 

Replying to Mr. C. Laverv. S.C.., 
who, with Mr. R. McGonigal. S.C.. 
and Mr. J. A. Darcy (instructed bv 
Mr. G. S. O'Rourke. solicitor) 
appeared for the accused man. 
Superintendent McNamara said that 
Hunt was now living with Rose 
McCarthy and there was a child of 
the marriage. He was aware that Mrs. 
Martha Hunt had obtained a decree 
of judicial separation, and that Hunt 
was now: paying her £6 weekly 
under an order of court. Hunt was 
a farmer, having about 200 acres 
in Cashel and another large farm 
in Kildare. So far as he was aware, 
both ladies were dependent on him 
for their support. 

Judge—Where does Mrs. Martha 
Hunt live? At Clonmel at present. 
She -was residing close to Ardmayle 
House until recently. 
Judge—There are children? She 
has two children. 


FIRST MARRIAGE 


Mr. Lavery—He told you he had 
been advised that his first marriage 
was not a valid marriage? Yes. ~ 
Did he say by whom?—First of 
all by the Church. the Very Rev. 
Canon O’Dwyer, and subsequently 
by his solicitor. 
He told you then that his first 
marriage had taken «place in a 
ms ofhce in London? Yes. 
And that he had gone to Eng- 
land only two days before?—Yes. 
He went on a Sunday night and 
got married on a Wednesday. 
You are aware from your: en- 
quiries that 21 days’ residence was 
required for that marriage?—Yes, 
according to the law of England. 
_ Mr. Lavery said that Hunt, act- 
ing on advice, had entered a plea 
of guilty, and, having done so, he 
wanted the court to understand why 
he acted as he did. In the year 
1938 he was 21 years of age, and 
went to London with Martha Crotty, 
marrying her two days later in the 
Holborn Registry Office, and making 
a declaration required by the law 
that he had been resident in England 
for 21 days. Without that declara- 
tion the marriage could not have 
taken place. It had to be con- 
sidered whether the false statement 


made by him invalidated the 
marriage or not. 
Later he lived at Ardmayle 


House with Mrs. Hunt, and there 
were two children, Unfortunately, 
incidents arose between himself and 
his wife; there were proceedings in 
another Court, and Mrs. Hunt ob- 
tained a decree of judicial separa- 
tion. These differences made it 
impossible for the couple to live 
together. Mrs. Hunt was at that 
time a Catholic and the accused 
man a Protestant. 


“ OPEN SCANDAL” 


Shortly afterwards he met and 
formed an association with a Miss 
Rose McCarthy, and she came to 
live with him at Ardmayle House. 
He was there visited by the Parish 
Priest, the Very Rev. Canon 
O'Dwyer, who was clearly con- 
cerned with the open scandal which 
his association with this woman, 
who was not his wife, was causing 
in the whole district. 

Canon O'Dwyer ascertained that 
the wife whom he had married at 
Holobrn was a Catholic, and 
accordingly he informed him that 
his first marriage was invalid and 
was not binding on him in the eyes 
of God or- in the eyes of the 
Church. That advice was not in 
any way dependent on the accused 
man’s religion personally. * It re- 
sulted entirely from the fact that 
Mrs. Hunt was 4 member of the 
Catholic Church, and that the 
marriage was not binding on either 
party, irrespective of the religion of 
the othe: party. 

Mr. Hunt, Mr. Lavery added, 
was naturally concerned with the 
advice he had received, and af that 
time formed the intention of taking 
instruction with a view to being re- 
ceived into the Catholic Church. He 
wanted to make it clear that his 
reception into the Catholic Church 
was not connected in any way 
with the regularisation of his 
association with Rose McCarthy. 
In the course of his instruction by 
Canon O'Dwyer and the .curate, 
Father Hayes, naturally, his obliga- 
tions were brought before him very 
clearly, and it also became clear that 
he must either cut.away from the 
woman with whom he was living or 
marry her. 


FREE TO MARRY 


_ In that state of facts he conceived 
it to be/his duty to regularise his 
position with Rose cCarthy. 
Canon O’Dwyer would say that, 
apart from the fact that he under- 
stood the position quite clearly, and 
before taking any action he con- 
sulted his ecclesiastical superiors,

He must accept 
that Hunt had _ reasonable 
for thinking that he would find 
himself in t — in which he 
now was, and he must accept 
responsibility for a breach of the 
civil laws. The law of the Church 
in the matter was quite clear. By 
Canon law all those cents go were 
valid which were contracted in the 
presence of the parish priest cr 
ordinary of the place, or a priest 
delegated by either, and in the 
presence of at least two witnesses. 
Non-Catholics,. whether baptised or 
1 not were not bound to observe. the 
Catholic form of marriage. , 
In addition to supporting the two 
ladies and their children, Hunt had 
a substantial amount of land that 
required close attention, and he was 
a man who now found himself in 
a position of extreme- financial 
stringency, and he .would have to 
face up to the fact that there were 
a great many people depending on 
him, and that he would have ‘to 
face up to that for the rest of his 


life. 


STORY OF MARRIAGE 


Robert Durdin Vere Hunt, in 
reply to Mr. McGonigal, said that 
when his*father died in 1937 he 
left him the lands which he now 
occupied at Cashel. In 1938 he 
met Martha Crotty, and they went 
to London, where they were married 
two days later in a Registry Office. 
Before they went to London she 
had not told him what her religion 
was, but she subsequently said that 
she was a Catholic. On their 
arrival they made a declaration that 
they had been in England for 21 
days for the purpose of obtaining a 
licence. 

After the marriage they both 
returned to Ardmayle House, and 
at that time Canon O'Dwyer was 
P.P. of Boherlahan. Shortly after 
their return to Jreland Canon 
O’Dwyer called at the house and 
had a conversation with his wife. 
He subsequently had a conversation 
with witness, and he told him that 
he was not married at all. He dis- 
cussed the position with his wife 
and she said she would not do any- 
thing about it. In the course of 
time two children were born—a girl 
and a boy. In the year 1941 he 
bought a’ farm near Ardmayle and 
put it in his wife’s name. 

Serious differences arose between 
them and there was a very definite 
estrangement, and, while they lived 
in the same house, they lived apart. 
Subsequently they lived in different 
houses. He met Rose McCarthy at 
Christmas, 1942, and there was a 
son born to her in June, 1944. 
Judge—At that time where was 
your wife living?—She was living 
at Ardmayle. 

Judge—And where were you 
living?—I was living at the same 
place. , 


CANON’S VISIT | 
Witness said that at that time re- 
lations between himself and his wife 
had ceased. About Sept., 1943, he 
left Ardmayle and on October 4th, 
1944, he and Rose McCarthy went 
to Ardmayle. At that time his first 
wife had left there. _ Witness had 
been living for some time previously 
on á farm in Kildare. 
On the day after he arrived at 
Ardmayle witness and Rose 
McCarthy went to see Canon 
O’Dwyer and had a discussion with 
him and he decided to take instruc- 
tion in the Catholic religion. He was 
received into the Catholic Church 
on November 25th, 1944, by Canon 
O’Dwyer. 
Mr. .McGonigal — During the 
course of your instruction, did you 
ascertain that you were free, accord- 
ing to Canon Law, te marry. Rose 
McCarthy?—I was told that by the 
Canon. 
Can you recollect what. the 
Canon said to you?—He said that 
the first marriage was no marriage. 
What conclusion did you .:oma 
to?—I came to the conclusion, that 


I could get married to Miss 
McCarthy. ; 

Replying to further questions, the 
witness -said that the . Canon 


solemnised the marriage betwen 
himself: and Miss MeCarthy end 
since that marriage another child 
had been born. He had .about Si 
acres of land, which he personally. 
worked and managed, and his 
income was dependent on what he 
earned from the Sand. For. tlie 
purpose of buying the farm at 
Kildare, he incurred large commit- 
ments with his bank, to which he 
owed about £5,500, and the interest 
on that was,discharged out of his 
farms. 5 

In reply to Mr. S. Hooper, S.C., 
who, with Mr. F. Sherry (instructed 
by the Chief State Solicitor). prose- 
cuted, Hunt said that when he met 
Martha Crotty he knew she was a 
Catholic, but was not sure. She had 
‘mentioned the fact that when she 
had been in England on a previous 
occasion she had attended the Pro- 
testant Church, which she said she 
did. out of interest. So far as he 
knew, prior to her marriage, ‘she 
was not practising the Catholic 
religion. 

Did she ever practice the Catholic 
religion?—She use to huve medals 
and things hung on: her. 

Did your wife cver attend any 
religious ceremony at Boherlahan? 
—Not to my knowledge. 

I think the two children born to 
you were baptised in the Protestant 
religion, with the consent of Mutha 
Hunt?— Yes, 


EXCLUDED FROM HOUSE 
Hunt admitted that he lived with 
Rose McCarthy at Dundalk while 
his wife was living on the farm at

CANON LAW DEFINED 

The Very Rev. William Canon 
O'Dwyer, P.P:, Boherlahan, who 
was called for the defence, said. 
that when Hunt came to live at 
Ardmayle after the registry office 
marriage he went to see both 
parties. He asked Mrs. Hunt if 
she was a Catholic and she ‘said 
she was not. Witness knew at the 
time that she was a Catholic when 
she lived in Waterford, - .““ When 
she refused to live as a Catholic I 
could do nothing,” he said. 

Canon O’Dwyer said that in the 
autumn of 1944 Hunt and Rose 
McCarthy came to. Ardmayle and 
subsequently came to see him. He 
told Hunt he was free to marry 
according to the law of the Catholic 
Church. He gave instruction in the 
Catholic religion, and Hunt was re- 
ceived into the Church, being sub- 
sequently married to Rose 
McCarthy. That was a_. valid 
marriage according to the law of 
the Catholic Church.’ While con- 
sidering this matter he consulted 
His Grace the. Archbishop of 
Cashel. ‘ Fé 

Mr. Hooper — Were you aware 
of the legal position when you 
were advised that these people 
wanted you to marry them?—1 was 
aware of the legal position. 

Judge — In this particular case, 
having regard to the history, were 
they entitled in Canon Law once 
the accused man ame a 
Catholic?—Yes. 

The Rev. Michael Canon Fallon, 
B.D.. D.C.L., an authority on Canon 
Law, expressed the opinion that in 
the circumstances Canon O'Dwyer 
was justified in performing the 
marriage ceremony between Hunt 
and Rose McCarthy. He said that 
the marriage in a registry office 
was not a bar to getting married 
according to Canon Law. 

Mr. Hooper — Had Canon 
O'Dwyer any right or discretion .to 
say whether he would or would 
not marry them?—He would be 
bound to marry them, | think. 


POSITION OF CHURCH 


This concluded the evidence, and 
Mr. Hooper said that, having 


regard ta the importance of the 


case and the manner in which it 
had been met, it was his duty to 
say . something. The . evidence 
suggested, that the Church to-.which 
Mr. Hufit now belonged had .a 
privileged position: under the Con- 
stitation, and it seemed to him that 
Court was asked. on that 
account to treat the accused man 
in a manner different than if he 
belonged to some other Church. 
That was;not the law under-the 
Article of the Constitution cited by 
Mr. Lavery. No particular quality 
or status or privileged position was 
given ‘to any citizen of this country 
by virtus of his.adherence to that 
religion, and that was quys#e clear. 
Mr. Hunt, with his wife, openly 


was not obliged to enter into, and 
the performance of which was not 
obligatory on Canon O’Dwyer. He 
entered into it knowing he was 
already married to Martha Hunt, 
a “na fully Conscious he 
was deliberately breaking part of 
the criminal code of the State, and 
with full knowledge of what the 
consequences might be. He was 
not forced in any way by compul- 
sion of conscience or otherwise to 
enter into the second marriage. 


RISK OF BIGAMY 

Mr. Justice Haugh said that his 
concern with the civil law was to 
see that the status of Mrs. Martha 
Hunt was preserved. He was satis- 
fied from what Superintendent 
McNamara had said and from what 
Canon O’Dwyer had said that Hunt 
knew there was a risk—if not a 
strong risk—that by gil so. Miss 
McCarthy he would be making a 
bigamous marriage. He was satis- 
fied that there was a certain cálcu- 
lated intention to disobey the law 
of the land, but in the whole of the | 
circumstances the case could not be 
roe as a flagrant type of case. 

e did not think it was a case 
that called for imprisonment, but at 
the: same time, to mark the Court's 
recognition that there was a breach 
of the civil law, he pro d to 
pass a suspensory sentence of “six 
months’ imprisOnment, not to take 
effect if Hunt kept the’ peace for 
twelve months and paid £75 
towards the cost of the prosecution. 

Mr. Arthur C. Houlihan, solicitor, 
Roscrea, who formerly acted for 
Hunt, at this stage.asked his Jord- 
ship’s permission to intervéne and 
refer to a statement made on Octo- 
ber 17th by Mr.. Hunt to Super- 
intendent McNamara, .where . he 
stated that his solicitor had advised 
hint that his first marriage was in- 
valid. eS he 

Mr. Houlihan said he had advised 
Mr. Hunt from the, word go that his 
marriage in London was valid and 
binding, ‘and that: any subsequent 
marriage would. be undoubtedly 
bigamous. | . 

Mr. Justice Haugh said he was 
satisfied from the evidence that Mr, 
Houlihan had given 'proper. advice. 
and that he had made the legal 
position perfectly clear to him.

An inert from 16/- to 19/- per 
day in the national minimum wage 
rate for dockers, as from Monday, 
November 26th, is recommended by 
the Evershed Committee, whose re- 
port was published last night by 
the Ministry of Labour.

but six shillings less than the unions 
had demanded. 

At a meeting of the joint nego- 
tiating committee of the National 
Joint Council for the port industry, 
yesterday, the employers signified 
their willingness to conclude an 
agreement based on the committee's 
recommendations. The trade union 
representatives agreed to make a 
strong recommendation to their de- 
legate conference in London on Fri- 
day to accept the report. 

The Evershed Committee consider 
that. the increase, compared with 
pre-war figures, is fairly in line with 
increases which have. been applied 
in other industries.

Acquires ‘Antique 


Collection 


NE of the last big private collec- 
tions of Irish antiquities, that 
of the Fitzgerald family, of Kilkea 
Castle, Co. Kildare, has now been 
acquired by the National Museum. 
It includes six delicately-worked 
pieces of gold, a fine example of 
the Irish harp, bronze brooches 
containing good examples of mille- 
fiori glass, and the royal and regi- 
mental standards of the original 
Kildare Militia. 
The collection, which is regarded 
as an important addition to the 
‘treasures of the Museum, was 
acquired by private treaty before 
the executors’ sale held at Kilkea 
Castle recently. The articles will 
be brought to Dublin within the 
next day or two, and possibly will 
be exhibited in the near future, 
The gold pieces include a large 
torque, measuring about 35 inches 
in diameter, and dating to about 
1,500 B.C.; an elaborately-decorated 


and several small pieces of ring 
money. The collection also includes 
a bronze cauldron, dated 1680‘ four 
medieval shields of the Fitzgerald 
family; an encrusted urn, dating to 
about 700 B.C.; daggers, stone and 
bronze axes, and several "98 pikes. 
The gold articles were acquired “by 
the Royal Irish Academy. 


PERFECT HARP 
The harp, which is perfectly pre- 
served, and is complete, except for 
the “8 AN was described yesterday 
by Mr. L. S. Gogan, Keeper of the 
Art Division of the National 
Museum, as an _ extremely fine 
example of the Irish harp of the 
period 1550-1650. “It is of first- 
class importance that dated and 
identified Irish harps of this period 
when the Irish harpist had prob- 
ably reached the highest ppint of 
his musical development—should be 
secured for the nation,” he said. 
As they are the most significant 
of our national instruments, special 
efforts have been made during the 
past ten ya to improve our col- 
lection of Irish harps. It is most 
gratifying that we have been able 
to secure the Robert Fitzgerald 
Harp.” 
, be instrument, which is inscribed 
Fecit Anno 1675,” bears the arms 
of the Kildare Fitzgeralds on the 
forepillar (or lamh chrann). It 
belonged to Robert Fitzgerald, son 
of the 16th Earl of Kildare one at 
ore time Governor of Co. Kildare.
